burned area is not fully known. A pine 
tree, centuries old, has a value beyond 
the lumber it contains, and the na- 
tional forests have lost many of the 
finest trees they possessed. 

Smoke Shuts Out Sunshine. 

Denver, August 24.—Shutting out” 
the brilliant sunshine, a blanket of 
smoke 3,000 feet thick drofted over 
Colorado today, coming from the for- 
est fires 800 miles away. 

The entire northwest portion of the 
state is covered by the pall which is 
drifting southwest at the rate of 40 
miles an hour. Through it at 8 p. m. 
the sun shone a pale pink. The plains 
are enshrouded, and for 50 miles up 
the narrow canyons it is impossible 
to see from well te wall. 

At Denver, approximately a mile 
above sea lev the smoke appears as 
a thin fog, but increases in density. un- 
til at altitudes of 6,000 and 7,000 feet 
among the nreuntains, it is impene- 
tratabie for any distance. At Tol- 
land, 8,888 feet above the sea, the 
smcke was passed and the sun shone 
brilliantly all day. 

Sum Shines Through Smoke. 

Missoula, Mont., August 24.—Today’s 
developments in the forest fire situa- 
tion in Montana have been encour- 
aging. 

mvt the first time in scveral days 
the sun shone through the pall of 
smoke that has hung over Missoula, 
and hopeful reports came from all di- 
rections. Men reported as missing are 
being found. The intensity of the 
flames is greatly reduced by the snow 
and rain of last night, and all towns 
in the fire fistricts are now -out of 
danger. 

From the mass of sensational re- 
ports sent out early in the week, 
there are only nine authentic cases 
of death in Montana. These included 
eight miners at Bullion mine, near 
Borax, and one death at Taft. A few

ROOSEVELT’S KEY-NOTE RURAL SPEECH. 


More important for what it foreshadowed than for its actual suk- 
stance—though the latter was interesting enough—was the speech 
of Colonel Roosevelt to the “up-state’ farmers in New York the 
other day at the Grange picnic at Utica. 

His address was, in effect, a running sufvey of the rural problem 
in this country, its tremendous significance as applied to our national 
life, and the urgent need of concentrating all of our forces, legislative, 


He was especially happy in his declaration that one of the leading 
premises of any consideration of this issue was the making of life 
in the country as attractive as life 1n the city. . 

Upon occasions innumerable The Constitution has insisted that 
no attempt to better rural conditions could hope to succeed unless it 
proceeded upon the basis of affording the man on the farm facilities 
and opportunities approximating those enjoyed by the man in 
the city.

The Mexican boll weevil and its menace to southern agriculture 
are serious enough, without being accelerated by causeless panic on 
part of the farmers. : : 

And that is what seems likely to have occurred in the northwest- | 
ern part of Alabama, whence reports on the invasion of the dreaded 
pest have come the last few days. The state agricultural authorities 
discount the report, and declare the weevil, while near, has not yet 
actually emtered Alabama. They intimate the farmers of the district 
involved havexbecome needlessly agitated and confused the depreda- 
tions of corn or\pea weevils with those of the infinitely more formida- 
ble Meican cottén boll weevil. }

Whatever the ultimate outcome with regard to Alabama, it 
requires to be impressed upon the farmers of the gulf and south 
Atlantic states that the less hysteria and the more calm logic they 
invest in handling this insidious little foe, the greater their chances 
of getting off with a minimum damage. , 

It is reported, for instance, that in portions of Louisiana and Tex- 
as the first appearance of the weevil gave the signal for the farmers to 
throw up their hands in despair and, in some cases, abandon all efforts 
to combat its encroachments. 

Such an attitude is, of course, the height of folly. 

The boll weevil is sinister enough, considered from any angle. 
But the experience of portions of Texas and Louisiana has. demon- 
strated that the toll it takes of the cotton crop may be kept well with- 
i: bounds by changed agricultural methods and by a liberal turning to 
diversification. 

In Texas, for illustration, the infested districts have gone right 
along making a tolerable crép in the face of the attacks of the pest. 
But had the farmers resigned the fight in despair or indulged in futile 
panic over their misfortune, it is difficult to conjecture just what 
might have been the tribute exacted by the fast-spreading little crop 
destroyer. 

Sooner ormlater the farmers of Georgia will find themselvés con- 
fronted with a situation of similar seriousness. It is as well for 
them to be warned in time against foolish and unnecessary despond- 
ency and its sure consequences.

Washington, August . 24.—American 
cotton seed oil, despite the high duties 
against it, is steadily making headway 
in the markets of the world. Through 
the efforts of the bureau of manufac- 
turers of the department of commerce 
and labor, some packers of sardines in 
France and Norway have promised io 
begin experiments in packing fish in 
the American product instead of olive 
oil. 

Italy is able to undersell Spain In the 
Olive oil market, a report to the de- 
partment says, but Spain prohibits the 
importation of cotton sé@ed oil as an 
edible, while Italy permits it. The 
Spanish sends their olive oil to Italy, 
where it t& mixed with the eotton oil. 
The domestic use of cotton seed oil in 
Italy, as well as in Turkey, allows 
nearly all the native oil (olive)‘to be 
exported. 

Special agents of the department who 
have been investigating fhe foreign 
market report that the prejudices 
against the American product are be- 
ing steadily broken down and an im- 
mense sale of cotton seed oil abroad 
in the next few years is expected.

A pete fine young fellow was 
Oscar Erbsloeh, the aeronaut who lost 
his life in Prussia yesterday. At the 
international balloon race in Bt. Louls 
three. years ago, where Erbsioeh won 
the Lahm cup given for the longest 
balloon flight, he showed himself a 
good sportsman. The director of the 
Blue Mound observatory, Harvard, was 
to have accompanied him as aid, but 
within a day or two of the flight gave 
thoughts to his home and family and 
decided he would stay on the ground. 
That made it somewhat inconvenient 
for the aeronaut, who had come all 
the way from Germany and shipped a 
few tons of material, besides, to com- 
pete for a trophy; ‘put he made no 
criticism of his delinquent aid. 

Then came the question of duties on 
his silk balloon and equipment. Al- 
though invited to come to America to 
take part in an event that possessed 
national attributes, he had to deposit 
a thousand dollars or more with cus- 
toms officers to guard against the 
possibility of his going in the retail 
balloon business while in the United 
States. Action of. that kind could 
easily be permitted to irritate, con- 
sidering the fact that the aeronaut’s 
only purpose in coming to America 
was to try for a cup and some glory.
